PAY TO TASTE 


ALDERMAN CALLS FOR HEARINGS AFTER $20 FEE FOR SUMMER FEST FLOATED

Would you pay $20 to attend the Taste of Chicago? 

That was the question Tuesday after a report 
that the sole bidder to step up to Mayor Daley’s re- 
quest for someone to take over running the event 
and other festivals had proposed the fee. 

Reports of the proposal caused a stir Tuesday 
particularly online. 

Chicagoans on Facebook and Twitter took to the 
keyboard with comments ranging from “I think it’s 
a ridiculous overpriced event anyway” to “I’d go for 
$20 if all the food was free” to several “Hell no!” 
responses on RedEye’s Facebook fan page. 

Meanwhile, a key alderman Tuesday called for 
public hearings on the idea to charge attendees $20 
on peak days to get into the traditionally free sum- 
mertime lakefront smorgasbord. 

The Illinois Restaurant Association has teamed 


up with two concert promoters to put in the only 
bid following Daley’s request for someone to take 
over Taste operations. The Celebrate Chicago 
group includes Jam Productions and AEG Live— 
the company that puts on the Coachella Valley Mu- 
sic and Arts Festival in California and co-produces 
the New Orleans Jazz & Heritage Festival. 

The group’s plan calls for a $20 admission charge 
on weekends and on July Fourth. Attendees could 
get in free before 4 p.m. on other days, but would 
be charged $20 for entry later on those days, ac- 
cording to a proposed payment schedule released 
by the restaurant association. Children younger 
than 10 still could get in for free. 

Celebrate Chicago’s plan calls for the $20 admis- 
sion to come with $10 in food and beverage tick- 
ets. General admission tickets could be purchased 
in advance for $8 per person. It’s not well-known, 


but there’s already an amenities fee of $2 per strip 
of food tickets to cover the Taste’s costs. 

Aid. Walter Burnett Jr. (27th), chairman of the 
City Council’s Committee on Special Events and 
Cultural Affairs, said members of the public, his 
colleagues and business owners need an opportu- 
nity to weigh in on Celebrate Chicago’s idea. 

Burnett said he isn’t necessarily opposed to the 
$20 fee, noting that it’s less expensive than admis- 
sion to other privately run festivals held in city parks. 

“What if we don’t do this, and the city can’t af- 
ford to keep holding Taste?” Burnett asked. “Then 
some private company could come forward with 
an idea for another festival in the park and we 
wouldn’t have any control over admissions.” 

The proposal would need to go to the City 
Council and the Park District Board for approval.

JUDGE RULES EMANUEL MAY REMAIN ON THE MAYORAL BALLOT

Rahm Emanuel won another round Tuesday in his 
battle to stay on the ballot for Chicago mayor, but 
those trying to knock him off vowed further ap- 
peals that could take weeks. 

Early voting begins Jan. 31, and it’s unclear 
whether the legal process will be finished by then. 
Veteran elections attorney Burt Odelson said he 
will file an appeal Wednesday of Cook County 
Judge Mark J. Ballard’s decision. If Odelson loses 
at the Illinois Appellate Court, he said, he will take 
the case to the state Supreme Court. 

“We couldn’t have worse luck,” Odelson said. 
‘All election lawyers go through that. You lose be- 
low and you win above, or you win below and you 
lose above.” 

Odelson said he will ask appellate judges to hear 
the case on an expedited basis so that they could 
rule within about two weeks. 

Ballard said Odelson failed to prove Emanuel 
abandoned his North Side home when he became 
White House chief of staff. The judge agreed with 
last month’s decision by the Chicago Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners that Emanuel never intended 
to terminate his residence in Chicago. 

Ballard also said that “having a place to sleep,” 
which was part of Odelson’s argument, is not a 
“touchstone of continued residence.” 

Odelson argued Emanuel shouldn’t be allowed 
to run for mayor because Emanuel was living in 
Washington working for President Obama and 
thus doesn’t meet the requirement of living in 
Chicago for one year prior to the Feb. 22 election. 


Emanuel’s attorneys argued he never gave up his 
Chicago residency continued to vote and pay prop- 
erty taxes here and always intended to move back. 
Elections board spokesman Jim Allen said com- 


missioners have “every hope and sense of confi- 
dence that the {appellate and Supreme] courts will 
recognize the urgency of this matter and resolve 
this case well ahead of early voting.” 


Smokers’ days numbered at apartment build ng

Tenants at Kingsbury Plaza, an apartment building 
in River North, had a New Year’s resolution made 
for them by the management firm The Habitat Co. 
this year: Quit smoking. 

The alternative: Move. 

Kingsbury notified residents late last year that 
as of Jan. 1, it would begin a yearlong transition to 
becoming a smoke-free building, meaning smokers 
have 2011 to either kick the habit or find someplace 
else to live. 

If the new policy is successful at Kingsbury Hab- 
itat, which manages more than 3,300 market-rate 
apartments in eight Chicago buildings, may apply 
it to other properties, said Gary Lundemo, Kings- 
bury’s property supervisor.

Several new high-rise apartments that have 
opened their doors in downtown Chicago during 
the past two years have marketed themselves as 


smoke-free residences catering to affluent, white- 
collar professionals. Few existing buildings have 
thus far adopted a smoke-free stance, but the an- 
ticipated healthier market for apartments this year 
is expected to lead to higher rents, and perhaps 
more experimentation with building policies. 

Kingsbury welcomed smokers when it opened 
three years ago. But last fall, the 420 -unit building, 
which is 96 percent occupied, conducted a resident 
satisfaction survey that showed a concern about 
second-hand smoke. Lundemo estimates that 
15 percent of tenants are smokers. 

In addition to the potential marketing benefits, 
Habitat also will see lower costs associated with 
readying a smoker’s unit for a new tenant and may 
see lower insurance costs.

□ Moments before being shot Friday, a 
local councilman in the Philippines cap- 
tured a photograph of the man who was about 
to pull the trigger. Now police are using it to 
solve the case and track down the killer. 

Reynaldo Dagsa, councilman of a section of 
Caloocan City was taking a picture of three of 
his family members standing alongside a car. 
In the photo, behind them, is a man in a cap 
pointing a gun directly at Dagsa. There also 
is another man in the photo, later identified 
as the shooter’s lookout, CNN affiliate ABS- 
CBN reported. 

The family turned the photo over to po- 
lice, who then raided homes in the area and 
arrested two men. Caloocan Police Chief Su- 
perintendent Jude Santos told CNN the two 
are suspects, “but the gunman is still at large. 
But we will get him— he has been identified 
in the photo.”

Jackson death details 


Security chief: Doctor 
unable to perform CPR 

LOS ANGELES Dr. Conrad Murray 
seemed not to know how to admin- 
ister cardiopulmonary resuscitation as he 
waited for paramedics to arrive at Michael 
Jackson’s house, a witness at Murray’s pre- 
liminary hearing testified Tuesday 

Former Jackson security chief Faheem 
Muhammed said he and guard Alberto 
Alvarez saw Murray crouched next to Jack- 
son’s bed “in a panicked state asking, ‘Does 
anyone know CPR?’ ” 

“I looked at Alberto because we knew 
Dr. Murray was a heart surgeon, so we were 
shocked,” Muhammed said. 

When defense lawyer Ed Chernoff asked 
if perhaps Murray was asking for help only 
because he was tired, Muhammed said, 
“The way that he asked it is as if he didn’t 
know CPR.” 

Jackson appeared to be dead at that 
time, with his “eyes open and his mouth 
open, just laying there,” he said. 

Jackson’s two oldest children, Prince 
and Paris, were at their father’s bedroom 
door as the drama unfolded just after noon 
June 25, 2009, Muhammed said. 

“Paris was on the floor on her hands and 
knees and she was just crying,” he said. 

The children would learn two hours lat- 
er that their father had died when Murray 
and Jackson manager Frank Dileo talked to 
them in a hospital room. 

“Frank blurted out and said, ‘Your daddy 
had a heart attack and died,’ ’’Jackson per- 
sonal assistant Michael Williams testified.

Los Angeles County Superior Court Judge Michael Pastor will decide whether there 
is “probable cause” to try Dr. Conrad Murray for involuntary manslaughter in Michael 
Jackson’s death. The hearing is expected to last two or three weeks, with 20-30 witnesses 
testifying.

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Halfway where? 


Unless Blackhawks have 
second-half turnaround, 
they’ll miss playoffs

It’s amazing how quickly time flies 
when you’re not having as much fun as 
last season. 

The halfway point of the NHEs reg- 
ular season has arrived, and the Black- 
hawks know exactly where they stand: 
Not where they want to be. 

In the all-out battle raging in the 
Western Conference for postseason 
spots, the Stanley Cup champs are just 
another contender after enduring a 
first half filled with inconsistent play 

The Hawks find themselves on the 
outside looking in on a playoff race 
that promises to go down to the wire. 
With 45 points off a 21-17-3 record, the 
Hawks are on pace for 90, which likely 
wouldn’t be enough to secure one of the 
eight spots. Thus, the reigning champs 
might not reach the playoffs just one 
season after their greatest campaign in 
49 years. 

“It’s crazy to think we’re not going to 
be there,” captainJonathanToews said 
of the playoffs. 

“That’s ridiculous. We want to stay 
healthy, and we hope things keep get- 
ting better. We’re going to stay opti- 
mistic. We’ll all be pretty disappointed, 
knowing what we have in this locker 
room, if we can’t accomplish our goal of 
doing that.” 

Entering Tuesday the Hawks were in 
ninth place and were among a group of 
four with 45 points. The good news is 
they’re only two points out of fourth 
place. The bad news is they’re only four 
points ahead of 13th place. 

“We can’t be satisfied [and] we can’t 
be happy, that’s for sure,” leading scorer 
Patrick Sharp said of the first-half re- 
sults. “Tou look at the Western Con- 
ference standings, and every night is a 
make-or-break game.” 

At this point last season, when they 
finished second to the Sharks in the 
conference, the Hawks had 59 points 


en route to a franchise-record 112. 

The season before, when they 
reached the Western finals before fall- 
ing to the Red Wings, they had 55 at the 
halfway mark. 

“Everybody wants to compare to last 
year,” defenseman Duncan Keith said. 


“We had a Stanley Cup-winning team 
last year. I don’t think we’ve reached 
our potential yet.” 

The main reason for optimism is 
with the return of Toews from a right 
shoulder injury during Monday night’s 
4-3 victory over the Kings in L. A., every 


player on the Hawks’ roster is healthy 
“It will be nice to have some predict- 
ability in our lines and some rotation 
so all of a sudden we’re at that place 
where we know we can keep bringing 
it,” coach Joel Quenneville said. “That’s 
how you get to that next level.” 


TWIN ALL-STARS 

The Blackhawks’ 
Jonathan Toews and 
Duncan Keith are 
headed to the NHL 
All-Star Game. 

The league an- 
nounced Tuesday 
that Toews, a forward, 
and defenseman 
Keith were among 
the top vote-getters 
at their positions 
and, as a result, were 
selected to play in 
the Jan. 30 game in 
Raleigh, N.C. 

“It’s amazing,” said 
Toews, who will make 
his second All-Star 
Game appearance. 
“It’s tough to think I’d 
be there otherwise 
if it wasn’t for the 
fan voting so I have 
the fans to thank for 
that. I’ll try not to 
disappoint. 

“It’s an honor for 
me and it’s a very 
exciting thing for 
anyone to go to that 
game,” Toews said. “I 
enjoyed the last time 
I got to go [in 2009 
in Montreal] and it 
should be fun this 
time, too.” 

Keith also will be 
making his second 
All-Star Game appear- 
ance, having played 
in the 2008 contest in 
Atlanta. 

“When you get 
voted in, it’s really 
special,” Keith said. 
"You grow up as a kid 
and you’re a fan of 
the game and you al- 
ways want to be one 
of those guys.”

Chicago Sketch Comedy Festival 
founder Brian Posen looks back 
at a decade of highs and lows

In 2002, when the musical Brian Po- 
sen planned to mount at the Theatre 
Building Chicago (now Stage773) 
failed to materialize, he called some 
comedian friends and satisfied his 
seven-week rental commitment to 
the theater by producing the inau- 
gural SketchFest. Its success— 2,000 
people attended to see a rotating 
roster of 30 Chicago sketch comedy 
acts— encouraged Posen to bring it 
back annually, compacting the schedule into two weekends, 
expanding the lineups to simultaneously use all three of the 
complex’s stages and eventually becoming the nation’s largest 
festival of its kind with 10,000 attendees. He also changed its 
official name to The Chicago Sketch Comedy Festival after too 
much confusion with art of the handmade kind. 

This year, the festival celebrates its 10th anniversary with 150- 
plus performances by more than 120 local, national and interna- 
tional acts. We checked in with Posen for his take on Sketch- 
Fest’s highest and lowest moments from the past decade.
